— Import policy tor raw materials, components and spares, jor units 
engaged in priority and other industries during April, 196 S—March, 
1969. 

No. 118-ITC(PN)/68 —Attention is invited to the policy for the grant of 
licences for raw materials, components and spares to the units engaged in priority 
and other industries, as contained in the Import Trade Control Policy (Red Book— 
Vol, 1) for the period April, 1968—March, 1969. 

2. The procedure in respect of the following industries has been reviewed: — 

(1) Tea. 

(ii) Coffee. 

(lii) Sugar. 

(Iv) Rubber Estates. 

(v) Cardamom plantations. 
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3. In the caae of units engaged in these five industries, the provisions of para¬ 
graphs 37 and 39 in Section I of the Import Trade Control Policy (Red Book—Vol. 
I) for April, 1063—March, 1969, period, relating to export effort toy priority and 
other industries, are not applicable, 

4. Also, the procedure laid down in paragraphs 30 and 31 of Section I of the 
current Red Book (Vol. I) regarding consumption as the basis of licensing, will 
not apply in respect of the units in these industries. 

5. The units engaged in these industries should make their import applications 
to the licensing authorities concerned through the respective sponsoring authorities. 
There will be no last date for submission of applications. 

6. The applications can be made on annual basis to cover requirements of the 
units for 1068-09, but, if a unit so desires, it can also apply on half yearly basis. 

7. In respect of spare parts, the units can submit separate applications on 
annual basis, or they can make consolidated applications for raw materials and 
spares as they have been doing in the past. In either of these cases, no lists of 
spare parts will be attached to licences and the licences can be utilised for import 
of spares in the same manner as provided in paragraphs 2—6 of the Ministry of 
Commerce Public Notice No. 85-ITC(PN)/0B, dated 20th May, 1968.
